Bicycles are vehicles 
which belong on the road¬ 
way not on downtown 
sidewalks, but Didsbury 
cyclists continue to disre¬ 
gard a bylaw in place ad¬ 
dressing the situation 

The Review has received 
a number of letters from 
Didsbury residents con¬ 
cerned about the matter, 
with the primary worry be¬ 
ing one of safety for both 
cyclists and pedestrians. 

Robert Wigg said the 
problem seems to be con¬ 
centrated in the downtown 
sector as he has received no 
complaints from individu¬ 
als regarding the residen¬ 
tial area. 

Administration would 
appreciate help from local 
merchants and pedestrians 
in pointing out the danger 
to cyclists navigating along 
the sidewalk. 

After discussing the mat¬ 
ter, administration has 
opted not to post signage 
spelling out the legalities of 
the matter, as it was felt 
these would likely be sim¬ 
ply ignored. 

Notices will go out in util¬ 
ity bills as part of an ongo¬ 
ing education and public 
awareness campaign by 
town administration per¬ 
sonnel. 

Cyclists should note 
there is a fine for riding 
bicycles on sidewalks, and 
common sense should make 
it obvious to violators that 
iryury could result to both 
the rider and the pedestrian 
should a collision occur. 

“It has to come down to 
responsible bike riding,” 
Wigg said. “Parents should 
make sure their children 
know bikes are not allowed 
on sidewalks. I am con¬ 
cerned that, with the 
number of reports, it’s only 
a matter of time until some¬ 
one gets hit by a bicycle."

Cat complaints compiled

Should Didsbury draft a cat 
control bylaw as Carstairs and 
Olds have done? Exactly what 
would such a bylaw cover and 
how would enforcement be han¬ 
dled? 

Currently no bylaw is in place 
and council presently has no plans 
to formally address the issue. 
However, Robert Wigg said if 
enough people approach council 
with concerns on the issue, the 
issue might well wind up on an 
upcoming council agenda. 

Wigg said animal control is¬ 
sues tend to be contentious, and 
the cat issue is one example. 

Wigg said administration has 
received “between half a dozen 
and a dozen complaints that I 
would classify as ‘official com¬ 
plaints’ as opposed to people who 
just say ‘there’s too many cats in 
town’." 


A letter from a Didsbury resi¬ 
dent which was enclosed with 
council minutes at last week’s 
regular council session re¬ 
quested that it be made manda¬ 
tory that cats be licensed and 
kept on a leash. Wigg advised 
council members that several 
other letters in a similar vein 
have subsequently been turned 
into the town office. 

“It would be up to the citizen, 
the taxpayers in town, to con¬ 
vince council that there is a need 
for a bylaw regarding cats,” Wigg 
said. “It could be by petition, but 
then it should be a legal petition 
under the MGA (Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Act|. But if they’re go¬ 
ing to get involved in something 
like that, for the petition to actu¬ 
ally be legal, and for council to 
accept it as a legal petition, then 
it should be done properly. On 
the other hand, a letter signed by 


100 taxpayers would have an 
effect in that council has to 
look at what 100 people in town 
are saying.” 

Wigg said the issue is a diffi¬ 
cult one, as there seems to be 
“two polarized groups, those who 
hate [cats] and those who love 
them.” 

“It’s important that those peo¬ 
ple who own animals take care of 
them and insure that they do not 
infringe on the enjoyment of oth¬ 
ers,” Wigg said, 

“Whether it’s dogs barking or 
cats, or whatever.” 

The Town of Carstairs’ cat 
bylaw is a two page document 
covering three main issues in ad¬ 
dition to basic definitions, those 
being: responsibilities of the 
owner, impounding and disposi¬ 
tion and a specific penalty sched¬ 
ule for violators. 

The Town of Olds’ bylaw is a 


more detailed four-page text 
with three additional sched¬ 
ules attached. The Olds bylaw 
covers the following points: In¬ 
terpretation and application, 
General provisions. Running 
at large regulations, Impound¬ 
ment and disposition, Ob¬ 
struction, Notices, Offenses 
and fines, Issuance of tickets 
and Summary conviction. 
Amendments to the original 
bylaw restrict ownership to no 
more than two cats and a pro¬ 
vision granting the animal 
control officer authorization 
to utilize live traps “in a hu¬ 
mane manner”. Schedules at¬ 
tached to the bylaw cover im¬ 
poundment/ care and suste¬ 
nance/ and veterinary fees, 
animal control ticketing, and 
specified penalties up to $75 
for a third offense and $100 
for obstruction.

Town and county 
work together to 


‘weed out’ problem

The current Town of Didsbury 
bylaw covering weeds was struck 
in 1984, and Robert Wigg said 
action is taken on a complaint 
basis with around seven notices 
sent to date this year. 

Larry Rice, who handles weed 
control efforts for the county, is 
gratified that the Town of 
Didsbury plans to actively link 
with the county in eradicating 
noxious and restricted weeds 
where possible. He hopes resi¬ 
dents will help support elimina¬ 
tion endeavours by keeping an 
eye out for two targeted weeds: 
Scentless Chamomile and Tall 
Buttercup. 

Both weeds spread rapidly, es¬ 
pecially in ungrazed wildlife habi¬ 
tats or pasture lands. Tall But¬ 
tercup thrives in moist areas and 
produces an acrid juice which live¬ 
stock largely avoid, but which 
produces digestive problems if 
consumed. 


The basic methods of contrc 
are chemical and cultural whicl 
translates into spray application 
and/or mowing or outrigh 
digout/removal efforts. 

After Rice showed Wigg wha 
to look for, and pointed out som 
problem areas in town, Wigg se 
to clearing an infested area, sub 
sequently bagging the weeds fo 
disposal. 

Wigg said it makes good sensi 
for both parties to work together 
While it may well be uninten 
tional, the spread of the wee< 
both inside town limits and acros 
the county becomes a problen 
for all. 

“In the big picture, control o 
noxious weeds is an importan 
issue,” Wigg said. 

Rice said residents of botl 
town and county are welcome ti 
call him at the county office fo 
more information on identifyinj 
and eliminating the targetec 
weeds.

Council endorsed Wes Yeo¬ 
man’s application for the Street 
Improvement Program, submit¬ 
ted to the province for considera¬ 
tion on July 25, 1996.

Feeling “sheepish'’ 

From the: “Everyone likes to be 
in the thick of things but this is 
ridiculous” department: 

The Didsbury Memorial Complex 
arena was filled to the rafters Satur¬ 
day afternoon with rodeo fans who’d 
come to see FCA rodeo action at its 
finest and the organizers and ath¬ 
letes on deck were coming through 
nicely. 

Flanked on his left by two video 
camera operators and on his right by your Review reporter, 
rodeo photographer Ken Marcikaski (along with the rest of us), 
kept his eyes trained on the infield, waiting for that perfect 
picture to appear in the viewfinder. 

The best shot is the one snagged from close proximity but I 
was perfectly happy to wait behind the boards and plexi glass 
partition of the west penalty box and leave the infield beat to the 
professional rodeo photographers who fearlessly rove right 
alongside the rodeo clowns and rampaging bulls. 

Every so often Marcikaski would join us on the sidelines, and 
for whatever reason, this was one of those times. But it looked 
like he’d made a good call, because here came that perfect shot, 
and none of us would even have to get our boots dusty. 

Nothing had come this close to us all day. I remember 
thinking, ‘This is great!’ when a sudden twist in the action 
rendered the range too close to capture. I couldn’t believe I was 
going to miss the best shot of the day, but there was no time to 
change lenses and it was just too close for my telephoto to lock 
onto. I had an instant to indulge feelings of irritation and 
disappointment, and another to wonder about the stability of 
the plexiglass sheet in front of me and then - Wham! 

The cowboy we were all aiming our sights on flew straight at 
us like he’d been shot out of a cannon. 

At one time or another almost everyone has experienced that 
split second where you know exactly what’s going to happen but 
there’s absolutely nothing you can do about it. One side of your 
brain registers everything that’s happening at the same velocity 
it unfolds while the other side basically shuts down as you brace 
yourself for the inevitable. 

The crowd collectively gasped, there was a resounding thud 
of two bodies colliding, and then there was this eerie silence. 

About two feet to my left, Marcikaski lay motionless. The 
cowboy (miraculously unharmed) who’d joined the press corps 
so abruptly stood quietly at his side, waiting for assurances from 
the medical response team who’d raced over to work on him, 
that Marcikaski was going to be all right. 

The medics reported that while Marcikaski would be okay, 
he’d been cut for stitches where his flash attachment had carved 
a gash into his skull. It was off to the hospital for treatment and 
a check up to confirm he’d sustained no other serious injuries. 
He received a rousing cheer when he returned later in the 
afternoon, banged up, bruised and bandaged but he had the shot 
of the day in his camera and was now basically ready to take up 
where he’d left off. 

The lesson was clear: If you want that perfect shot, you have 
to put fear aside and get out on the infield where the action is. 
Sometimes you have to ‘take the bull by the horns’ as it were. It 
was time to climb out from behind the plexi-glass and get into 
the thick of it. 

As I stepped onto the infield and headed for the chute area I 
admit I was more than a little apprehensive. But I’m happy to 
report that it paid off, because, in the end, I did get that perfect 
shot no one else captured, (see page one photo). 




Common ground

When was the last time you 
cried? Startled by such a personal 
question? Then perhaps you 
might find the next one less un¬ 
settling - then again, you might 
not: Suppose one of your friends 
confided in you that he/she was 
really depressed and was, in fact, 
contemplating suicide; how would 
you deal with it? Would you even 
feel confident in your own prob¬ 
lem-solving abilities when faced 
with a crisis like this? And if not, 
would you know places or people 
you could direct your friends to 
for help and support? What if a 
total stranger would approach you 
in the street with questions like 
these, would you even consider 
answering them? 

Well, some of you might not, 
but in a dozen communities 
throughout Health Region #5, 
more than 200 young people 
obliged a total stranger with an¬ 
swers to these and other such 
questions virtually without hesi¬ 
tation. 

But I'm getting ahead of the 
story somewhat. Let me first in¬ 
troduce myself. I am Edo Deweert 
of Rimbey, Alberta - artist/writer, 
former journalist and teacher and 
until the end of this month, Youth 
Involvement Facilitator with the 
Office of the Commissioner of 
Services for Children and Fami¬ 
lies in Didsbury. 

As most of you are aware 
through this column and numer¬ 


ous news stories in newspapers, 
on radio and TV, in 1995 the 
provincial government embarked 
on a project whose ultimate goal 
is a radically restructured system 
of delivery of services to the prov¬ 
ince's children and their families. 
Steering Committees were 
formed in each of the 17 Health 
Regions to help in this monu¬ 
mental task. Believing that the 
voice of young people should be 
heard in this process, the Steer¬ 
ing Committee in Health Region 
5 sought and received funding 
this spring for the creation of the 
temporary position of Youth In¬ 
volvement Facilitator. 

Its mandate was to seek input 
from youths throughout the Re¬ 
gion and to distill this input into 
a piece of "social drama." 

So it came to be that I, armed 
with an ID and lots of enthusi¬ 
asm, set out to find youths willing 
to spend a moment or two shar¬ 
ing their opinions, thoughts, sto¬ 
ries with a bearded, greying, mid¬ 
dle-aged man none of them had 
ever met before. 

And you know what? I found 
them! I found them on the street 
as they were walking home from 
swimming lessons. I found them 
at teen drop-in centres, at an 
outreach school and in amuse¬ 
ment arcades. I found them on 
sidewalks, carrying their skate¬ 
boards; I found them in parks, 
under bridges, in restaurants, in 
front yards and at fishing ponds. 
The youngest was six and the 
oldest 24. 

I asked questions, lots of ques¬ 
tions, and it usually did not take 
long for the answers to come. I

wanted to know how they felt 
about their own problem-solving 
abilities and those of others; I 
wanted to know where they would 
turn in case of a personal crisis. I 
asked them if they knew the 
number of the Kid's Help phone 
line and where they would be able 
to find it. I asked them if they had 
ever made use of that toll-free 
number. 

I asked them why they came to 
teen drop-in centres, what they 
thought of outreach schools and I 
asked what kind of support and/ 
or assistance they would be able 
to lend their friends. 

Often the dynamics of the 
group would lead to lively discus¬ 
sions. We talked about poverty, 
alcohol and drugabuse, teen preg¬ 
nancies, physical and sexual 
abuse, step parents and siblings, 
dreams, job aspirations and a 
whole bunch of other stuff. 

Most of them I met only once; 
others more frequently. But with¬ 
out exception, their candour, hon¬ 
esty, intelligence and their sto¬ 
ries impressed and touched me 
deeply. 

I acknowledge the support of 
the youths themselves, also the 
members of the Steering Com¬ 
mittee, for their vision; to Peter 
and Pearl, my supervisors, for 
believing in me; to Molly, for her 
inspiration and her laughter; to 
Pat, Carol, Tanya, Misty and 
Cheryl for their never ending pa¬ 
tience and to the hitch-hikers for 
sharing their stories with me. 

And watch for "A Handful of 
Stars," a blunt, in-your-face piece 
of social drama, soon coming to a 
theatre near you. 


Back to school safety 

Child pedestrian safety

With summer holidays draw¬ 
ing rapidly to a close, the excite¬ 
ment of returning to school builds. 
Now is a good time to talk to your 
children about pedestrian safety. 
Motor vehicle accidents, includ¬ 
ing child pedestrian injuries are 
the leading cause of childhood 
injury and death. Resulting inju¬ 
ries are usually severe and fre¬ 
quently result in admission to 
hospital. In Alberta, 38 children 
(0-14 years) were killed and 1656 
children were injured between 
1988-92. In 1991-92, three of the 
injured child pedestrians had been 
drinking. 

For children, crossing the 
street is a very complex task, in¬ 


volving looking left and right and 
judging distances. Because of 
varying traffic flow, time of day, 
type of crossing and intersection, 
number of lanes and where the 
intersection is located (residen¬ 
tial or not), almost each pedes¬ 
trian exposure is unique. 

Many factors are involved in 
child pedestrian injuries - envi¬ 
ronmental, child, social and driver 
related. It has been shown that 
incidents are more likely to occur 
on busy streets as well as those 
streets where over 10 per cent of 
the curb is occupied by vehicles. 
Complex traffic situations, 
greater speed limits and lack of 
safe places to cross are additional 
environmental factors. 

Children 6-9 years of age may 


not be developmentally ready to 
cross the street. They have trou¬ 
ble understanding traffic terms 
and road signs. Practical applica¬ 
tions of the left/right concept have 
not been fully developed by this 
age. While children tend to be 
over cautious rather than risk 
takers when making crossing de¬ 
cisions, it is their lapse of atten¬ 
tion that probably results in the 
risky decision. One study has 
shown that parents overesti¬ 
mated their 5-6 year old child's 
skills when compared to the child's 
actual abilities. Children between 
5- lOyears underestimate the time 
of arrival of an approaching vehi¬ 
cle. This underestimation de¬ 
creases with age.

Dear Editor: 

Letters such as the one from 
Jean Craven (Aug. 14 Didsbury 
Review) re: Cyclists are long over¬ 
due. 

Another concern is about mo¬ 
torists. The Esso service station 
and car wash can be entered from 
20th Street. Another entrance is 
from 17th Avenue. Many motor¬ 
ists going south on 20th turn in 
on 17th, and cut across the 
eastbound lane to enter without 
regard for any vehicle eastbound 
on 17th. 

Recently a collision could have 
occurred when a small truck trav¬ 


elling at top speed made a curve 
ofT 20th Street across 17th Av¬ 
enue as I was going east. Only by 
having my foot on the brake to 
slow down as I neared the stop 
sign was I able to stop in time to 
let the driver of the truck scoot by 
in front of me.

Studies have shown that many 
injured children are from single 
parent families or lower socio¬ 
economic groups due to higher 
density housing, more curb park¬ 
ing and lack of playgrounds. Risk 
of pedestrian injury increase five¬ 
fold when there is no playground 
nearby. 

Drivers may have trouble de¬ 
tecting the child and correctly 
estimating their distance from the 
car because of the child's size. 
The majority of negligent drivers 
already had poor driving records. 
Finally, if the driver is exceeding 
50 km/h or fails to use any avoid¬ 
ance maneuvers (such as braking 
or swerving), the child is more 
likely to be severely injured. 

Typically, the child pedestrian 
injuries in Alberta occur in urban 
areas, between 3 - 7 p.m. (Friday 
being the most common day), in¬ 


volve 5-19 year olds (boys twice as 
often as girls), and at intersec¬ 
tions with complex crossing con¬ 
ditions - 2 or more lanes of traffic 
with speed over 40 km/h. Two- 
thirds of the injuries occurred in 
good weather conditions. Accord¬ 
ing to CHIRPP (Canadian Hospi¬ 
tal Injury Reporting and Preven¬ 
tion Program) data, 40percentof 
injured children were admitted 
to hospital, with 20 per cent re¬ 
quiring significant treatment 
with follow-up. Fractures most 
frequently resulted in hospital 
admission, followed by multiple 
system trauma and concussion. 
The body part most frequently 
injured was the lower extremity 
followed by the head or neck. 

To reduce child pedestrian in¬ 
juries, encourage traffic calming 
techniques in your neighborhood 
- such as re-routing traffic away 


from areas where children live 
reducing speed limit on residen 
tial streets. Decrease curb park 
ing near schools, crossings anc 
where children live. Supervise 
children when they cross the 
street or play near a road. Model 
teach and practice safe streel 
crossing strategies. Watch forchil 
dren when you drive, especially 
after school. Teach your child tht 
hazards of darting onto th< 
street in mid-block. Finally 
encourage children to stop 
look and keep looking whih 
crossing streets; play in park: 
and not on the road; cross ai 
controlled crossings but al 
ways be careful; wear brighf 
clothes for visibility.

My Dad's great, great, grandparents Robert 
and Elizabeth Booth lived in Dublin, Ireland 
and came to Canada in 1818. They settled 
near Huntley, in Huntley Township, Carleton 
County, Ontario. Robert was killed while fell¬ 
ing a tree. 

There was a time when I was really proud of 
that. (Not the getting killed while felling a 
tree bit, the came from Ireland bit.) I wore an 
Irish penny on a chain around my neck and 
though I cringe now at the memory, when 
people asked me about the coin I was capable 
of faking a terrible Irish accent while I ex¬ 
plained about "my wee Irish granny." I was 
enamored of all things Irish and I loved their 
poetry, literature and music. I longed to go to 
Dublin and walk the cobbled streets of my forefathers and I could almost taste the air at Connemara 
and smell Galway Bay. "The Emerald Isle," could there be a more beautifully romantic name for a 
more beautifully romantic place? I tried to understand Brendan Behan and I read the poetry of 
Patrick Kavanagh and Yeats, I sang Irish songs and was proud to wear green on St. Patrick's Day. 

Dad's wee Irish Granny had six children, one of who was Margaret. Margaret married a man 
named Burroughs and I suppose that could be an Irish name as well. They had 12 children including 
Martha who married Richard Franklin and I know that the Franklins came from England. The 
Franklins' daughter, Ruby Anne, married William Leath Johnston and I know that the Johnstons 
came from Dumfries in Scotland. Their son Glen (my dad) married Martha Mattern whose parents 
had come from Norway so my siblings and I have a pretty feeble connection to The Emerald Isle and 
these days I am quite happy with that. I am all out of patience with the Irish and their everlasting 
troubles. Wouldn't it be nice if the Irish would just grow up. 

Nearly 200 years ago, the British Catholic king, James II, attacked Londonderry. Thirteen young 
apprentice boys are supposed to have shut the city gates against James' army. The City defenders, 
who were supporting the Protestant William of Orange for the British throne, eventually won the 
fight but thousands of people, mainly Protestants, died in the battle. The Apprentice Boys is an all 
male Marching Fraternity devoted to commemorating this event. They planned to have 10,000 
people and 180 bands in their march last weekend. That is a lot of Apprentice Boys and that is a lot 
of absolute stupidity. Wouldn't they be better off to go home and cut the grass or pick up some garbage 
from a bomb site or do some laundry for heavens sake. Why would anyone feel the need to 
commemorate so much bloodshed and horror over and over again? 

The Apprentice boys march in 1969 set off the last quarter century of "troubles" that have killed 
3,200 people. All the heartbreak and the grieving, all the broken families and kids weaned on hatred, 
all the lost innocence and shattered homes and nightmares that don't go away. And if they don't care 
about the blood that is being spilled, don't they have any care for the billions of dollars in damage to 
their cities and all that money that might better have gone for education and health care? 

Meanwhile the Pro-Irish Nationalists, who are mostly Catholic, are insulted by the Apprentice 
Fools march and plan a parade of their own. Imagine the fun? Two parades of Irish idiots. And all of 
them happily swilling their beer and planning to kill each other while they march behind banners 
depicting historical scenes and images from the Bible. 

Maybe the key word here is "all male" marching fraternity. Ireland is not exactly on the cutting 
edge when it comes to equal rights for women. Maybe if the women of Ireland would stand up and 
demand that their husbands, fathers and sons grow up and take on responsibility and accountability 
there would be some hope for peace in Ireland. As for me, if I could remember where I left my Irish 
penny I would drop it in the garbage and these days I mostly do fake Norwegian accents.

Wheat Growers 
speak out 


The Wheat Growers deplore the 
fact that the grain marketing debate 
is being conducted through rallies 
and emotion-laden public meetings. 
We feel it is important that a bal¬ 
anced view be presented at all times. 
Some important points we think 
have to be made in this debate follow. 

The Wheat Growers support an 
effective Canadian Wheat Board, but 
believes that fundamental reform is 
necessary. 

The Wheat Growers developed a 
workable model for a dual market, 
and answered all the objections to 
dual marketingthat have been raised 
by its opponents. That model was 
presented to the Western Grain 
Marketing Panel. 

The key issue is whether farmers 
are to be given a choice in how they 
market their grain. Other issues, like 
the governance of the Board, are 
peripheral. Virtually everyone who 
appeared before the panel agreed 
that governance issue had to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

The issue of choice is a funda¬ 
mental public policy decision that 
can only be made by the govern¬ 
ment. Mr. Goodale has a unanimous 
report, prepared by his own hand¬ 
picked panel. He has deflected every 
question in the last six months by 
referring to the panel report. Now he 
must implement what the panel has 
unanimously recommended.

Among the more 
extreme examples 
are the following: 

1) The 1994/95barley pool, where 
the CWB was forced to maintain low 
initial prices because of sales made at 
low price early in the crop year, and 
then could not attract deliveries later 
because of strengtheningprices. The 
farmer (through the CWB) paid 
heavy demurrage and contract ex¬ 
tension penalties because of the in¬ 
flexibility of the CWB system. 

2) the fusarium problem in the 
1993 crop. The CWB refused to ac¬ 
cept delivery of fusarium infected 
wheat, when a ready market was 
available in the U.S. Canadian farm¬ 
ers were shut out of a market for 
their product by the CWB monopoly. 

3) The current low initial prices 
which are set at only 60 to 70 percent 
of the current PRO, when the usual 
standard is 70 to 80 per cent. Farm¬ 
ers could not lock in higher prices 
that existed this spring because their 
only option for selling is the CWB. 

The Wheat Growers believe that 
examples like this prove over and 
over that farmers cannot be tied to 
only one market outlet. They must 
have choice, and must have the maxi - 
mum flexibility to sell their products 
in whatever market is offering the 
best price, and to lock in price when 
they are high. A monopoly buyer, 
even one that is controlled by farm¬ 
ers, does not offer the necessary choice 
to farmers. 
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Goodale's 
indecision 
angers WCWGA 


"Public demonstrations over 
grain marketing in Western 
Canada are a direct result of Ralph 
Goodale's refusal to act on the 
Western Grain Marketing Pan¬ 
el's report," said Larry Maguire, 
President of the Western Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Growers Association 
on August 12. 

Maguire pointed out that the 
Minister handpicked a group of 
farmers and industry representa¬ 
tives, and they gave him a unani¬ 
mous report. Maguire said he is 
dumfounded by the Minister's 
unwillingness to make a decision. 
"What more does he need?" 
Maguire asked. 


"This spectacle of farmers ar¬ 
guing in the streets was exactly 
what the Panel was created to 
avoid," said Maguire, "but the 
Minister is causing chaos by re¬ 
fusing to act." 

"It is deplorable," said 
Maguire, "that the Minister is 
driving the debate down to this 
level," and he called on Mr. 
Goodale to implement the 
Panel recommendations. "We 
need to have clear direction 
for the industry, and we need 
to put a stop to this destruc¬ 
tive public controversy," 
Maguire said. "Only Mr. 
Goodale can do this."

Land use bylaws 96-06 through 
96-09 were passed by council af¬ 
ter public hearings closed at a 
meeting held prior to the regular 
town council session. Bylaw No. 
96-07 generated considerable dis¬ 
cussion prior to its passing in an 
amended form. Intended to cover 
large lots within town limits, one 
section dealing with domestic 
livestock evoked several questions 
and comments from the gallery. 
The section (number 7 under 
“Special Requirements”) under 
discussion originally read: “All 
bylaws pertaining to domestic 
livestock shall apply. No livestock 
or poultry, with the exception of 
dogs, cats and such other domes¬ 
tic pets as are kept indoors, shall 


be permitted in this district.” 

The point was raised that while 
the lots under discussion were 
within town limits, they were at 
the edge of town and fell into acre- 
age-type usage. It was requested 
that council make provisions for 
horses and perhaps even for mini¬ 
ature stock animals. After exten¬ 
sive discussion, the revised bylaw 
made provisions to allow a maxi¬ 
mum of three horses or cattle. 

• • • • • 

Two additional bylaws making 
provisions to set up 911 emer¬ 
gency call service were set aside 
until the next regular council 
meeting on September 3, to allow 
the public a final chance for in¬ 
put. Interested residents may at¬ 
tend the special public hearing in 
town council chambers beginning 
at 7 p.m., on Tuesday, September 
3, just prior to the regular 
council meeting. If no objec¬ 
tions are raised, bylaw number 
96-10 and number 96-11 will 
be presented for second and 
third readings. 


***** 

A request by the Didsbury Ag 
Society to grant permission to 
install a permanent power pole 
near the edge of the ball diamond 
southeast of the swimming pool 
was approved by council with the 
Ag Society assuming responsibil¬ 
ity for installation and obtaining 
the required electrical permits. 
The pole will provide a perma¬ 
nent source of power for Ag Fair 
tenting power requirements.

It was agreed by council that 
sale proceeds from lot sales on the 
site of the old swimming pool 
would go toward early pay out of a 
debenture taken out to pay for 
the arena heating system.

A letter from the office of 
Shirley McClellan, now the Min¬ 
ister of Alberta Community De¬ 
velopment, confirmed the issu¬ 
ing and deposit of an $8,000 grant 
on July 19, earmarked for opera¬ 
tion of the tourist booth located at 
the Rosebud Valley Campground.

Every year, approximately 600 
Canadians die in water-related 
incidents and many more suffer 
unnecessarily from injuries sus¬ 
tained as the result of a water- 
related activity. To reduce water- 
related injuries and fatalities, the 
Canadian Red Cross Society Wa¬ 
ter Safety Program plans to pro¬ 
vide Canadians with the aware¬ 
ness and knowledge to recognize 
and avoid dangerous situations. 
They also will provide Canadians 


who participate in the AquaQuest
